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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Some of the references in the information disclosure statement filed June 14, 2004 was 
inadvertently considered in the previous office action. The IDS fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because the date of publication is missing. It 
has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of any re-submission of any item 
of information contained in this information disclosure statement or the submission of any 
missing element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of determining compliance with 
the requirements based on the time of filing the statement, including all certification 
requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e).

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. As to claims 39 and 41-46, the prior art of record fails to show or suggest a 
reflection measuring apparatus operating below deep ultra-violet wavelengths comprising 
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of all the elements as presently claimed wherein the sample channel light path and the 
reference channel light path are established using two or more controllable beam stops in 
the form of motorized fully reflecting mirrors to direct the entirety of the source beam 
through either the sample channel light or the reference channel light, path and to direct 
the reference channel light path and the sample channel light path to a common 
diffraction element and a common detector. 

b. As to claims 47, 48, 50-53, 55-60, 63-65, 68-71, and 73, the prior art of record 
fails to show or suggest a reflection measuring apparatus operating below deep ultra- 
violet wavelengths comprising of all the elements as presently claimed wherein the 
reference and sample channels comprise balanced arms of an interferometer. 

c. As to claim 67, the prior art of record fails to show or suggest a reflection 
measuring apparatus operating below deep ultra-violet wavelengths comprising of all the 
elements as presently claimed wherein at least one optical element is an off-axis 
parabolic mirror that operates 90 degrees off central ray axis of the mirror.
